after the first of January next, shall be 
licensed by any court of quarter ses- 
sions or mayor's court within this com- 
mon wealth, to keep an Inn or Tavern. 
unless recommended by at least twelve 
reputable citizens of the ward, borough 
or township in which the said Inn is 
proposed to be kept, who shall certify 
that the person so recommended is of 
good repute for honesty and tempe- 
rance, and is w'ell provided with house 
room, and conveniences for the lodging 
and accommodation of strangers and 
travellers. 


SECT. 2. Jlnd be it further enacted by 


Ihe aulhoritjj aforesaid, That it shall be 
the duty of the said courts, and it is 
hereby enjoined upon them, to license 
no more inns or taverns within their 
respective jurisdictions, than shall in 
their opinion be necessary to accom- 
modate the public, and er> .ertain stran- 
gers and travellers, nor tlvjn, unless up- 
on the face of the certificate and peti- 
tion, or from their own knowledge, or 
upon the evidence by them sought for 
and obtained, they shall be satisfied of 
the fitness of the person applying, and 
the sufficiency of the accommodations.

Our 
c'liildrcn, by thousands, yearly leave the land 
of their birth, lo seek new homes in distant 
regions. 
Does humanity weep at the«e pain- 


ful separations from every thing, animate and 
inanimate, with which the young heart has 
become entwined ? Far from it. Jt is rather 
a source of joy that our country affords scope 
where our young population may range un- 
constrained in body or in mind, developing1 


the power and faculties of man in their high- 
est perfection 
These remove hundreds, & 


almost thousands of miles, at their own ex- 
pense, purchase the lands they occupy, and 
support themselves at their new home from 
the moment of their arrival. 
Can it !>? cruel 


in this Government, when, bv events which 
it cannot control, the Indian is made dibcon 
tented in his ancient home, to purchase his 
lands, to give him anew and extensive terri- 
tory, to pay the expense of his removal, and 
support him a year in his new abode .'

many thousands of our own people would 
gladly embrace the opportunity of removing 
to the west on such conditions ! If the oilers 
made to the Indians were extended lo tlu-m, 
they would be hailed with gratitude and joy. 


And is it supposed that liie wandering sav- 


age has a stronger attachment to his home, 
than the settled, civilized Christian ? Is il 
more afflicting to him 10 leave the graves of 
his fathers, than it is ti> our brothers and chil- 
dren ? High'Jy considered, the policy of the 
General Government towards the red man is ] 
not only liberal but generous. 
He is unwil- 


ling to submit to the laws of the Stales, and 
mingle with their population. To save him 
from this alternative, or perhaps uttter anni- 
hilation, ihe General Government kindly of- 
fers him a new home, and proposes to pay the 
whole expense of his removal and settlement, 


In the consummation ofa policy originating 


at an early period, and steadily pursued by 
every administration within the present cen- 
tury—sojint to the States, and so generous 
to the Indians, the Kxecutive feels .it has a 
right to expect the co-operation of Congress, 
and of all good and disinterested men. 
The 


Stales, moreover, have a ri^ht to demand it. 
It was substantially a part of the compact 
which made them members of our confedera- 
cy. 
With Georgia, there is an express con- 


tract -, wi<h the new States, an implied one, 
of equal obligation. 
Why, ii> authorising O- 


Iiio. Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Mississippi, &, 
Alabama, to form constitutions, and become 
separate Stales, did Congress include within 
their limits extensive tracts of Indian lands, 
and, in some instances, powerful Indian tribes? 
Was it not understood by both parties, that 
the power of the States was to be co-extensive 
with their limits, and thai, with all convenient 
despatch, the General Government should 
extinguish the Indian title, and remove every 
obstruction to the complete jurisdiction of the 
State Governments over the soil ? Probably 
lint one of those Slates would have accepted 
n separate existence—certainly it would never 
have been granted by Congress—had it bren 
understood that they were io be confined for- 
ever to those sinal! portions of their nominal 
territory, the Indian title to which hail at she 
time been extinguished. 
It is, therefore, a 


duty which this Government owes to the new 
Stales, to extinguish, as soon as possible, the 
Indian title lo all lands which Congress (hem 
selves have included within their limits.— 
When this is done, the duties of the General 
Government in relation to the States, and In 
tlians within their limits, are at an end 
The 


Indians may leave the Slate or not, as they 
choose. 
The purchase of their land dues not 


alter, in the least, their pcrsoiikl relations 
with the State Government. 
No act of the 


General Government has ever been deemed 
necessHi-v to give the Stales jurisdiction over 
the persons of ihe Indians. 
That they pos- 


sess, by virtue of their .sovereign power with- 
in their own limits, in as full a manner before 
as after the purchase of the Indian lands ; nor 
c.-'.n thi-s Government add to or diminish it.

The general inte- 


rest istheinlerebl of each : and my confidence 
is entire, llr.it to ensure the adoption of such 
modifications of the t.iriff as the geneial inte- 
resl requires, it is only necessary that that in- 
terest should be understood. It is an infirmity 
of our nature to mingle nurinterestsaiid pre- 
judi'-es with the operation of our reasoning 
'powers, and attribute to the objects of our 
likes and dislikes, qualities they do not pos- 
sess, and '-(feels they cannot produce. 
Tho 


effects of the present tarifi'are doubtless over- 
rated, both in its evils and its advantages. — 
Jty one class of reasoneis, the reduced price 
of notion and other agricultural products is 
ascribed wholly to its influence, and by ano- 
ther, the reduced price of manufactured ait'i 
eles. The probability is, that neither opinion 
approaches the truth, and that brth are indu- 
ced by that influence of interests and prejudi 
cc-p to which I have referred. 
'The decrease 


of prices extends throughout the commercial 
world, cmbrav'mg not only the raw material, 
and the manufactured article, but provisions 
and lands. 
The cause must, therefore, be 


deeper and more pervading than the tariff of 
the U States 
U may, in a measure, be attri- 


butable *.o the increased value of the precious 
metals, produced by a diminution of the sup- 
ply, and an increase in the demand ; while 
commerce has rapidly extended itself, and 
population has augmented. The supply of 
gold and silver, llie general medium of ex- 
change, has been greatly interrupted by civil 
convulsions in the countries from which they 
are principally diawn. 
A part of the effect, 


too, is doubtless owing to an increase of "pc- 
ratives and improvenu-nts in machinery. But, 
on tin- whole, it is questionable whether the 
reduction in the pri'-e of lands, produce, and 
manufactures, has been greater than the ap- 
preciation of the standard of value. 


V\ bile the chief object of duties should be 


revenue, they may be so adjusted as to en- 
courage manufactures 
In tins adjustment, 


however, it is the duty of the Government to 
be guided hv tile general good. 
Objects of 


nutional importance, alone, ought to be pro- 
tected ; of these, the productions of our soil, 
our mines, and our workshops, essential to 
national defence, occupy the first rank — 
Whatever other species of domestic industry, 
having ihe importance to uhich I have refer- 
red, mav be expected, after temporary pro- 
tection, to compete with foreign labor on e- 
qual terms, merit the same attention in a sub- 
ordinate degree. 


The present tariff taxes some of the cnm- 


forls of life unnecessarily high ; it undertakes 
to protect interests too local and minute, to 
jusiiiV a general exaction ; and it also attempts 
to force some kinds of manufactures, for 
which the country is not ripe. 
Much relief 


will be derived, in some of these respects, 
from the measures of your iast session. 


The best, ns well as fairest mode of deter- 


mining whether, from .my just considerations, 
a particular interest ought lo receive protec- 
tion, wi-tild be to submit the question singly 
for deliberation. 
If, aftf rdiu; examination of 


its merits, unconnected with extraneous con- 
siderations— Mich ns a desire lo sustain a g'en- 
t:ral system, or to purchase support for a dif- 
ferent interest—it should enlist in its favor a 
majority of the Representatives of the people, 
there can be little danger of wrong or injury 
in adjusting the tariff, with reference to its 
protective effect. 
If thi.s obviously just prin- 


ciple were justly adhered (", the branches of 
industry which deserve protection, would be 
saved from ihe prejudice excited 
against 


them, when that protection forms par', of a 
system by which portions of the country feel, 
or c'inceive themselves to be, oppressed.— 
\Vhut is incalculably more important, the vital 
principle of our system —that principle which 
requires acquiescence in the will of the majo- 
rity— would bf .secure from the discredit and 
danger to which it is exposed by the acts of 
majorities, founded, not on identity of convic- 
tion, bu! on combinations of small minorities, 
entered inlo for Ihe purpose of mutual ass:.st- 
ui'.re in measures which, resting solely on 
their own merits, could never be carried 


1 am well aware, that this is a subject of so 


much delicacy, on account of the extended 
interests it in-.olves, as to require that it 
should be touched with the utmost caution ; 
and that, while an abandonment of the policy 
in which il originated — a policy coeval w:ih 
our Government, & pursued through succes- 
sive administrations, is neither to be expected 
or desired, the people have a right to demand, 
and have demanded, that il be so modified as 
to correct abuses and obviate injustice. 


That our deliberations on tins interesting 


subject should be uninfluenced by those par- 
tisan conflict-; that are incident to free insti- 
tutions, is tint fervent wish of my heart. 
To 


make this great question, which unhappily s<> 
imn-h divides and excites the public mind, 
subservient to the abort sighted views of fac- 
tion, musl destroy all hope of settling1 il satis- 
factorily to the great bod\ of the people, and 
for thv- general interest.

panying it, which are herewith transmitted, 
j beg leave to draw your attention to this ic- 
port, and lo the propriety of making early ap- 
propriations for Hie objects which h specifies. 


Your attention is a^ain invited lo the rfub- 


j'.'ds coniM-cled with lhat portion of the pub- 
lic interests entrusted to the War Depart- 
ment. 
Some of them were referred to in 


my former message ; and they are presented 
in detail in the leport of the .Secretary of 
U'ar. herewith transmitted. 
1 refer you, alio 


lo Ihe report of thai ofiic-r, for a knowledge 
of i he state of the Army, fortifications, arsen- 
als, and Indian affairs ; all of which, it will be 
perceived,have been guarded with zealous at- 
tention & care. It is worthy of your considera- 
tion whether ihe armaments ncccHSary for the 
forlilicatiiiD.s on vour maritime frontier, which 
are now, or shortly will be, completed,should 
nol be in readiness sooner lhan the customa- 
ry appropriations will enable the Department 
to provide them. 
This precaution seems to 


be due to the general system of fortification 
which has been sanctioned by Congress, and 
is recommended by that maxim of wisdom 
which tells us in peace to prepare for war. 


I refer you to the report of the Secretary of 


the Navy for a highly satisfactory account of 
the manner in which ihe concerns of the De- 
parlmenl have been conducted during the 
present year. 
Our position in relation to the 


most powerful nations of the earth, anil the 
present condition of Europe, admonish us to 
cherish t h i s u r m of our nalional defence with 
peculiar care. 
Separated by wide seas from 


all IhoseGovernments whose power we might 
have reason to dread, we have nothing1 to ap- 
prehend from attempts at conquest. 
It is 


chiefly attacks upon our commerce, and ha- 
rassing inroads, upon our coast, against which 
we have to guard. 
A naval force adequate to 


the protection of our commerce, always afloat, 
\v'<th an accumulation of the means lo give il 
a rapid extension in case of need, furnishes 
the power by which all such aggressions may 
be prevented or repelled. Tin: attention of 
the r.overnment has, therefore, been recent- 
ly directed more lo preserving the public ves- 
sels already built, and providing materials to 
be placed in depot for future use. lhan to in- 
creasing their mm.her. 
With the aid of Con- 


gress, in a few years, the Government will be 
prepared in ca.se of emergency, to put afloat 
u powerful Navy of new ships almost as soon 
us old ones could be repaired. 
The modifi- 


cations in this part of the service suggested 
in my last annual message, which are noticed 
nmre in detail, in the report of the Secretary 
of the Navy, are again recommended to your 
.serious attention. 


There-port of the Postmaster General, in 


like manner,exhibits a saiirffactorv view of the 
impurtaiit branch of the Government under 
his charge, 
in addition to the benefits al- 


ready extended by the operations of the Post 
Office Department, considerable improve- 
ments within the present year have been se- 
cured, by an incre'abe in the accommodation 
of stage coaches, and in the frequency and 
celerity uf ihe transportation of the mail be- 
tween some of the most important points of 
the Union. 


Under the late contracts, improvements 


have been provided for the southern section 
of the countrv, and. at the same time, an an- 
nual saving made of upwards of seventy-two 
thousand dollars 
Notwithstanding the ex- 


cess of expenditure beyond the current re- 
ceipts for a few years past, necessarily incur- 
red in the fulfilment, of existing contracts, and 
in the additional expenses, between the pe- 
riods of coiitruc'.ing, to meet the demands 
created by the rapid growth and extension ot 
our flourishing country ; yet ihe satisfactory 
assurance is given, that the future re-venue of 
the Department will be sufficient lo meet its 
extensive engagements. 
The system recent- 


ly introduced, that .subjects its receipts and 
disbursements to strict regulations,has entire- 
ly fulfilled its design. 
U gives full assurance 


of Ihe punctual transmission, as well as the 
.security of Ihe funds of the Department.— 
The efficiency and industry of the officers, 
and the ability and enc-r.uy of contractors, 
justify an increased confidence iii its contin- 
ued prosperity. 


The attention of Congress was called, on a 


former occasion.lo the sircessiu of such a mo- 
dification of the iifiicc i;f Attorney Genera! of 
the U States as would render it more adequate 
Us the wants of liu- public service. 
"1 his re- 


sulted in the establishment o! the office of So- 
lici'iiir of the Treasury ; and tlie earliest mea- 
sures were taken to give efu-ct to llie provi- 
sions of the la.v which authorised the appoint- 
ment of that officer, and defined his duties. 
Hut it is not believed thai this piovision, how- 
ever useful in itself, is calculated to super- 
cede the necessity of extending llie duties 
and powers of the Attorney General's office. 
On the contrary, I am convinced lhat the 
public inirresl wosiid be great)) promoted by 
giving to i:iaJ officer the g-enerd superinten- 
dence of the various law agents of iheGovcrn- 
me'it. and uf all law proceedings, wlu-tJicr ci- 
vil or criminal, in which the U States may be 
interested, allowing lo him, at the same t:me, 
such a coir.pensH'.i.ui as would enable him lo 
devote his nndnided attention Jo the public 
business. 1 think su''h s provision is alike 
due io the public and to the oiyicrr.

The re is a want of uniformity in 
its laws, particularly in those ofa penal char- 
acter, which increases the expense of their 
administration, and subjects the people to all 
the inconveniences which result from the op- 
eration of different codes in so small a lerrilo- 
ry. 
On the different'sides of the Hotomac, 


the offence is punishable in unequal degrees; 


nd the peculiarities of many of the ear!\ laws 


of Maryland and Virginia remain in force, not- 
withstanding their repugnance, in some ca- 
ses, to the improvements which have superse- 
led them in tho»e Males. 


Besides a remedy for these evils, which is 


oudly called for, il is respectfully siibmilted 
whelhera provision authorizing the .selection 
>f a Delegate to represent the wants of the ci- 
i/.ens of tiiis Distiicl on th- Hour o! Congress, 
s not due to '.hem, and to Ihe ch.iracter of 
our Government. No por'.ion of our i-it':/.ens 
should be without a practical enjoyment of 
he principles of freedom ; and there is noiu.- 
more important than that which cultivates u 
jroper relation between the governors and 
he governed. 
Imperfect'as this must 1><- in 


his case, yet it is believed that it would be 
'•really improved by a representation in Con- 
$res.s, with the same privileges iliul are allow- 
ed to that of the other territories of the U. 
States. 


The penitentiary is ready for the reception 


of convicts, and only awaits the necessary le- 
gislation to put it into operation ; as one ob- 
ect of which, I beg leave lo recall to your al- 
eii'ion ihe propriety of providing suitable 
compensation for the.officers charged with its 
nspection. 


The importance of the principle involved 


n the inquiry, whether it will be propei to 
•e-chiirter the Dank of the U. States, requires 
hat I should again call the attention of Con- 
gress to this subject. 
Nothing has occurred 


:o lessen, in any degree, the danger which 
many of our citizens apprehend from that in- 
stitution, as at present organized. 
In the 


spirit of improvement and compromise which 
Tistingnishes our coun'ry and ils institutions, 
t becomes us to inquire whether it be not 
possible to secure the advantages afforded by 
.he present bank, through the agency ofa 
Bank of the U. States, so modified in its prin- 
ciples and structure as to obviate constitution- 
al and other objections. 


It is thought practicable to.organize such a 


bank, with the necessary officers, as a Bank 
of the Treasury Department, based on Ihe 
public and individual deposites, without pow- 
er to make loans or purchase property, which 
shall remit the funds cf the Government, the 
expenses of which may be paid, if thought 
advisable, by allowing its officers lo sell bills 
of exchange to prhate individuals at a mode- 
rate premium 
Not being a corporate body, 


having no stockholders, debtors, or property, 
and but few officers, it would not be obnox- 
ious to the constitutional objections which 
are urged against the present bank ; and ha- 
ving1 no means to operate on the hopes, fears, 
or interests of large masses of the communi- 
ty, it would be shorn of the influence which 
makts that bank formidable. 
The 
States 


would be strengthened by having in their 
hands the means of furnishing the local paper 
cmrency through their own banks, while the 
Hank of the U. States, though issuing no pa- 
per, would check the issues of the State 
banks, by taking their notes in deposite, and 
for exchange, only so long as they continue 
to bo redeemed with specie. 
In times of 


public emergency, the capacities of such an 
institution might be enlarged by legislative 
provisions. 


These suggestions are made, not so much 


as a recommendation, as with a view of call- 
ing the attention of Congress to the possible 
modification of a system which cannot con- 
tinue to exist in its present form, without oc- 
casional collisions with the local authorities, 
and perpetual apprehensions and discontent 
on the part of the States and the people. 


In conclusion, fellow citizens, allow me to 


invoke, 
in behalf of your deliberations, 


that spirit of conciliation and disinterested- 
ness which is the gift of patriotism. 
Under 


an overruling and merciful Providence, the 
agency of this spirit has thus far been signali- 
zed in the prosperity aod glory of our belov- 
ed country. 
Mav its influence be eternal.

The removal of the troops is believed 
lo be the most effectual means of pre- 
venting the repetition of such injuries. 
Information has also been received ut 
this department, t h a t the digging- for 
gold is s t i l l curried on in various parts 
of the Cherokee territory, and that the 
extent of country containing mines is 
so ^reat, that it is wholly impossible to 
prevent it by the use of the military a- 
lone. 
It is said that the Indians are e- 


ven more extensively employed in ta- 
king gold than before the arrival of the 
troops. 
The fear of the whites had re- 


strained them previously. 


The President is assured that what- 


ever measures may be adopted by the 
State of Georgia in relation to ihe 
Cherokees, the strongest desire will be 
felt to make them accord with the poli- 
cy which has been adopted by the pre- 
sent administration of the general gov- 
rnment.

ance which your Excellency is pleased 
to give, that the measures which the 
State of Georgia may adopt in relation 
to the Cherokees, will accord with the 
policy v* hich has been adopted by the 
General Government.
